NO ACCOUNT IN THE STUD 



A unto in 11ip English General Stud Bonk. referring 
to tin* Capsicum marc. says that her colt nf 1840. 
Maccabeus (afterward Zannnii. h.v Gladiator. ran for 
tin Derby of 1S44 under the iiiiine of Itiiiming Hein, 
lieing then four years old. A corresponding note 
reeorils that the colt foaled in 1K41 by The Saddler 
- Mali, by Duncan Grey, was the real Running 
Hein, the four-year-old haring been fradulently 
substituted for him rn the Derby, for which he 
erino in first, and other races. It will be remem- 
bered that after some litigation the impostor was 
disqualified and the race awarded to Orlando. 

It may be of interest to add that “Running Rein.” 
whose name was shortly after changed to Zanoni, 
and which is described as a. horse of great style 
and beauty, was exported to Russia. The real 
lirrse, we believe, mysteriously disappeared. 

In Volume 1.1 of the General Stud Book another 
historical statement K made alauit the mysterious 
murder of The Rover, sire of St. Gatien. The horse 
was at the time of liis death standing at Wood- 
ford. in the Knight of Kerry’s demense, and was 
in the possession of one Daniel Shine, a farmer 
and horse dealer living at Listowel. 

In this year St. Gatieu, by ltotherhlll or The 
Rover, dead-heated for the Derby. He was cer- 
tainly by The Rover, and consequently the value 
of his reputed sire became suddenly greatly en- 
hanced. Shine having become bankrupt, an order 
was obtained from Judge Miller that his valuable 
horse, The Rover, should be brought up to Dublin 
and sold for the lienefit of his creditors. The morn- 
ing after the injunction was obtained the horse was 
found dead in his stable, his throat having been 
< ut during the night. Arrests were made, but the 
culprit was never discovered, and the affair still 
remains a mystery, though public opinion pointed 
out the criminal. 

It may further be recorded among these tragedies 
that Lord Egremont, who won five Derbys and as 
many Oaks, had the mare Bugle stolen from his 

famous paddocks, she being never heard of again, 

ami it is often thought that she may have become 
i lie ancestress of some of those wonderful half-bred 
horses whose performances it is so hard to rec- 
oncile with their breeding, or rather supposed 

lack of it. 

SOME SIDELIGHTS ON BREEDING. 

In the pages of the Stud Book are found that 
foals were sometimes isiisoned or maliciously de- 
stroyed. occasionally killed by lightning, bitten by 
venomous reptiles or mad dogs, gored by bulls, or 
kicked to death, often drowned, one smothered in 
•now. and another crippled by frost, now and then 
born without eyes, feet, tail or a windpipe, some 
were stolen from their mother’s side, and even if 
they escaped all these calamities they frequently 
died. 

On the other hand, we have for our encourage- 
ment the example of such a mare as Florence, by 
VclociiM-de. Which brought forth twenty living 
bills in as many years; Maniac, which bryil niiie- 
tren foals and was never barren, and the famous 
ijiieen Mary, which only missed once in her first 
twenty years at the stud, and lived to the age of 
twenty-nine. 

As regards the produce of marcs, there has often 
Im <-ii a prejudice against first foals on tin* score 
“ r physique, or their inferiority as race horses, or 
p< ssibly both: so much so, that only quite recently 
tin Jockey (Tub allowed them to claim an allow- 
ance of three pounds in certain races, a privilege, 
however, that was sism after withdrawn, though 
the Irish Turf Club sanctioned it till the autumn 
of last year. 

But in reality, a list of first foals which have 
distinguished themselves alike on the turf or at 
1 la stud would be a long one. and contain the 
names of many of our greatest celebrities, convey- 
ing the impression that no good grounds exist for 
tlelr supposed inferiority to the later born prod- 
uce of their da ins. 

TWINS REGARDED AS MISFORTUNES. 

Breeders naturally enough in most instances re- 
garded tin* occurrence of twins as a misfortune, 
cud we hazard the opinion that if the true facts 
were known, proliably the average of eight cases in 
a thousand, as given in the Stud Book, would have 
t • la* materially increased, as possibly in some cases 
the information has lieen suppressed in the returns 
sent in. We ourselves once tiought five in-foal 
mares in one transaction from a well-known breeder 
in Ireland, and three of them produced twins the 
following spring to Gallinule. Wildfowler and Flori- 
s:cl n. respectively, the five mares thus having 
• ght foals between them. 

To take a case at random, an examination of the 
thirty mares, comprising the Welheek Stud some 
ten years ago. shows that no fewer that twelve of 
them" produced twins at one time or another. A 
study of tin* annual list of foals seems to afford 
good ground for the sup|iosition that the bearing 
of twins is somewhat of an hereditary curse, and 
that, as might almost be expected, a mare which 
lias once had twins is apt to have them again, or 
that her daughters will produce them in their turn. 
1’rincess May. by Atherstone. slipped twins five 
times in ten years. Bronze, winner of the Oaks, 
had twins four times, so also did The Kong, a half- 
sister to tin* St. Is-ger winner Dssian. and herself 
a good mare on the turf; Ormolu had twins four 
times in six years; The Old Isii’y. by Thuringian 
Pi ince, also had four sets of twins, while several 
others have had them thrice and many times twice. 

As proof of the decided hereditary tendency of 
this trait, if one refers to the stud career of the 
famous inure Enigma, we shall find she bred twins, 
as did lu*r daughter. Arno, and her three grand- 
daughters. Amiable. Gravitation and Pitti. the lat- 
ti r’s surviving twin also having twins her first 
year at the stud.

Blood will tell and is everything in horse breeding. There are also two sides to all ques- 
tions. Frequently I busy ruyself running out the pedigrees of horses which have earned dis- 
tinction. either on the turf or in the stud, but seldom make out the pedigrees of the failures. 
More or less as an object lesson I have now run out the pedigree of a stud failure, ih uking, 
t erhaps, that something may be learned from a study of the blood lines of this stud failure. 
So more colossal failure as a sire ever lived than that mighty race horse Foxhall, winner of 
both the Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire as a three-year-cld. 

Foxhall, as a two-year-old, started but three times, winning two small races, th? Bed- 
ford Stakes of £175 and Bretby Nursery Plate at Newmarket, and was beaten by Lord Rose- 
bery’s Savoyard for the Ashley Sweepstakes. As a three-year-old in England Foxhall took 
part in six races, winning the last four, among which, of course, were the two big autumn 
handicaps. The first time up Foxhall ran second to Bend Or for the City and Suburban, and 
leiled to obtain even a situation to Robert the Devil, also a failure as a sire, in the Ascot 
Gold Cup. Foxh all’s first win as a three-year-old came about in late September, when he 
carried off the Grand Duke Michael Stakes, and next beat Fiddler and Chippendale for the 
Osarewitch ; won the Select Stakes, and finished the racing season by defeating a big band 
of thirty-one for the Cambridgeshire. Foxhall won by a head, 126 pounds up, beating Lucy 
Glitters, ninety-one pounds, and the subsequent Gold Cup winner, Tristan. Among the beaten 
vere such celebrities as Bend Or, Peter. Petronel (Two Thousand), Philamon, Poulet, etc. 

, Truly a remarkable achievement, and a record one, so far as I know, in the matter of weight 
carried. In between times Foxhall had crossed to France, where he beat Tristan a head for the 
Grand Prix. The following season Mr. Keene’s horse led off by winning the Ascot Gold Cup 
by a neck from Petronel. Foxhall. however, was in his last race, the three-mile Alexandra 
Plate, incapable of beating his old antagonist. Fiddler. Just then the blood of Lexington was 
going strongly abroad, for Fiddler was by Preakness, son of Lexington- Bay Leaf, by York- 
shire. Foxhall is reckoned to be the best race horse ever sent across for the United States, but 
there is no denying it he was a woeful failure as a sire. One English turf scribe put it Fox- 
hall poisoned everything he came in contact with. 

There is an accumulation of obscure blood in Foxhail’s pedigree, which precludes success 
as a sire. King Alfonso traced to an obscure origin ; Lexington must pass, but back of Fanny 
Wright there are numerous introductions of undesirable blood. Race horses, good ones, have 
been, are and will continue to be bred from parents whose )>edigrees are not free from taint, 
nut those thus tainted, same as Foxhall. are doomed to everlasting failure as sires and, what 
is worse, they are poisoners. 

Lexington is dead in the male line; Hanover, on account of lack of appreciation, appears 
likely to follow suit ; Leamington has been mired by a slough of obscurity, and all of this is due 
to the too frequent introduction of obscure strains. It is all well, patriotic, no doubt, for you 
to cajole yourselves into the belief that the so-called good, hard bottom, staying American 
iamilies are best. Looks well on paper, but like self-determination for the smaller powers, it 
wont’ work, or at least never has worked. The only high road to success in horse breeding, 
as well as everything else, is to stick to the beaten path and breed from the best and to the 
!>cst, and be it understood that by best is meant best bred as well ^ fleetest of foot. 

I do not wish, however, to convey the impression that all American tap-root families are 
interior; for instance, members of the Maria West family are noted for their excellence as 
producers of winners of the highest class, but only one Maria West sire, Ben Brush, so far 
lias attained to real success. In times past Spendthrift, whose dam, Aerolite, traced to the 
horoughbred mare of Mr. T. D. Owings, did well as a sire, and Spendthrift is the connecting 
link between Fair Play and Australian. Spendthrift’s brother, Fellowcraft, sired Hamburg’s 
dam. Lady Reel, but left no son behind strong enough to carry on his line, and the Aerolite — - 
Florine family is not now as well represented as was formerly the case. Durbar II. is a mem- 
oer of the American tap-root, Julia by Glencoe family, and this is the family made famous by 

the deeds of Wanda and Urania. It will, therefore, be interesting to note the success that 

attends the efforts of Durbar II. as a sire. 

Personally I see no hope, outside of Maria West and Hanover, for any family into which 

is introduced much native blood, and a good purpose in bloodstock breeding would be served 

if breeders could be brought to better understand this, so that in the end a stronger market 
might be created for the American thoroughbred horse product abroad. 
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Big Stake Race of Today Promises 
an Exciting Contest Between 
Good Race Horses. 
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NEW ORLEANS, La., January 30. — Tbe month 
of January is to pass away tomorrow without any 
change in tin* unfavorable track conditions of the 
vtek. This is an unfortunate feature awaiting the 
decision of the $3,000 Crescent City Handicap. Fif- 
teen have been named to start in the big race, but 
it is probable several of them will be found absent 
at post time. However that may turn out, a big 
field and a good race of doubtful outcome seems 
in prospect. There is much local interest in the 
contest, and a huge attendance is assured In ad- 
vance. 

No promise of anything great was offered in 
today’s card, but the usual goial crowd was on hand 
to cheer the winners. Aunt Deda, which bad run 
well in her only other race, was returned the win- 
ner of the opening dr.sli for two-year-olds after 
an interesting struggle through the stretch with 
Alcatraz and Tenite. Her light weight served her 
well in a neck victory over the fast gaining Alca- 
traz. Betting attention was confined to the three 
placed, with Alcatraz a decided favorite. 

The second race was productive of a decided 
upset when the 1.1 to 1 chance Le Balafre reached 
the winning line a half length in advance of 
Huron II. Tlie latter had made the running nearly 
al: the way and was a mild favorite, but could 
i.ot successfully rpsist the winner’s challenge. Rid- 
dle, an iineoiisidered 30 to 1 chance, ran a good 
rare in finishing third. 

Hadrian was the liest horse in the third race, 
but was beaten narrowly after getting away badly 
and making up much ground. Ronstelle was away 
well, and taking a quick lead won all the way. 
but was under hard pressure at the end and only 
had the best of Hadrian by a half length. General 
finishing a fairly goial third. Redland was the 
favorite here, but again failed his backers. 

Tailor Maid made a show of her opponents in 
v.T at was deemed the feature race of the day, a 
mile dash for fillies and mures with St. 000 the 
ildneement. Slie is uncertain in her racing, but 
there was nothing doubtful about her way of run- 
ning today. She slipped into the lead at once and 
kept it, drew away in the stretch and won by 
lit rself. Eight lengths away Dottie Vandiver was 
second, with Madge F. a |>oor third. The winner 
was a 10 to 1 chance, while Dottie Vandiver was a 
well hacked 7 to .1 favorite. 

Bobby Allen and the lightly weighted Fleer had 
a bitter fight through the stretch, but the latter 
finally got the best of it and won with Bobby 
a game second and Golden Dawn third. The last 
two races were easy for Plenty and Pilson, both 
x-'inning by as far as their riders cared to have 
tin m ilo. 

Drummond’s poor race Thursday was explained 
on his return to the stable, when In* showed a 
temperature of 10.1. 

Alcatraz ran in the interest of .1. Coburn, that 
owner having bought him on private terms, 11. 
Farrell acting for Edward Cebriau. 

Dr. Finch, who performed a successful throat 
operation on Jack Hare Jr., was an arrival today 
and will operate on several horses ailing with throat 
trouble. 

Jockey W. Lilley’s license was revoked this after- 
noon by tin* stewards. This action came as a result 
of the improvement shown by Tenite in his start 
this afternoon, whereas in his race yesterday he 
never figured seriously as a factor in the running. 
Yesterday’s race was won by John S. Reardon, 
owned by John IV. Schorr.

him from Little Pointer, witli Dorothy right at 
their heels. Panhandler is an impressive looking 
eilt. and W looks as if Mr. Eiff - secured a prize' 
when lie bought him. 

The track was not much improved today, the 
footing on the outside being firmer than that near 
the inside rail. The public found it extremely 
difficult to pick tlie right ones under such con- 
ditions, and hut few of the favorites were returned 
v inner*.

It is but seldom a twin horse distinguishes him- 
self. but Nieolo in 1823 won the Two Thousand 
Guineas and got a certain number of winners. 
Trapeze, brother to Tristan, was another example, 
but neither made any mark as stallions. 

Oil tlie other band, twins have recently attained 
great celebrity as brood mares, chiefly through the 
wonderful successes of the twin sisters Lady Bawn 
u ml Lady Black, which have between them pro- 
duced so many winners of the highest class, of 
which Bachelor's Double is so prominent an ex- 
ample. I aigos’ dam was a shabby little twin mare 
b.v Wisdom; Duet, a txj’in, bred Double Thrush; 
B. Flat, another twin, bred Paul, the winner of the 
German Derby, to say nothing of nineteen other 
foals. Ilurpendeii, son of the twin mare Mrs. 
Jones, won the I’everil of the Peak Plate of 
£1.000 at Derby and other good races, and Grania- 
ckree. sister to Ririlca teller, is another example of 
I a well-known successful twin brood mare. It may 
be noted that the fertility of llicse txviiyn at the 
stud does not apparently differ from that of other 
mares. 

Fortunately enough, among plural births, triplets 
do not enter into tlie calculations of breeders of 
horses, and tin* Stud Rook, so far as we are aware, 
only records one instance, and that in Volmne 22. 
when tlie mare Scintilla, liy Siilus, bred by the 
late Ia>rd Cadogan, is reported to have had in 
“!!'<)<) triplets Ulead) by Littleton.” — C. M. Prior 
in Sporting Chronicle.
